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Our Business Cycles 


Business, like other things, tends to run in cycles. Our busi­ 
ness analysts, eagerly studying these over a long period, find 
that the United States has the shortest business cycles of all. 
From one crest of prosperity to another in this country, or from 
one slough of depression to another, if you prefer to look at it 
that way, has averaged exactly four years. The average cycle 
for 16 other nations studied is 5.4 years and for China is 6.4 
years. 
The difference may be explained by the fact that business 
moves faster in America than anywhere else. 
It appears, too, that the cycles tend to shorten a little in re­ 
cent years, indicating still greater business speed and capacity 
for adjustment. 
Cyclic changes are probably inevitable, in industry and trade 
as in the motions of the stars. But everything goes to show that 
the forces governing them are not Wholly beyond human con­ 
trol. Wise handling can modify them considerably, lengthening 
the prosperous part of the cycle and shortening the slump. 
This seems to have been done with unusual success lately, 
through the operation of the Federal Reserve banking system, 
better methods of manufacture and distribution and comparative 
avoidance of labor troubles. Thus the cycle completed since the 
war boom subsided has lacked the disturbing extremes of pro% 
perity and adversity to which we were accustomed before the 
irar.

Jazz Will Lose Popularity 


Advocates of Syncopa­ 
tion A re Told T hat 
D a y s 
of 
Boisterous, 
Grotesque and Hideous 
Tw anging A re Num­ 
bered. 


LONDON. — Condemning American 
jazz as blatant, boisterous, grotesque, 
hideous, degrading, demoralizing and 
criminal, Dr. Henry Coward, founder 
of the famous Sheffield Choir and one 
of England's leading musicians, pre­ 
dicts that the 
modern 
syncopated 
music, despite its increasing popular­ 
ity, is rapidly approaching its doom, 
exhausted by its own energy. 
"The jazzists may take it for grant­ 
ed,” Coward declares, "that their days 
are numbered. Jazz as we know it 
will soon be a thing of the past, for 
there are happy and 
unmistakable 
signs that music is getting back to 
normal.” 
Comparing 
the 
"fine, 
imposing 
sweep of the graceful waltz,” with 
the "desultory shuffling of the mod 
era ball room,” Coward asserted that 
jazz w'as dragging the white races 
down to the level of 
the 
“lesser 
breeds." 
I 
“What of the origin of jazz?” he 
• demanded. “To make slavery a bit 
tolerable the slave-owners of America 
at certain intervals encouraged orgies 
in which semi-barbaric music played 
a great part in inflamin gthe baser 
passions. The low negro plantation 
music, with its twanging banjo, bones 
and clanging pans, was taboo among 
the whites, unless they were imper­ 
sonating the blacks. 
"Recently, however, rich American 
decadents, looking out for something 
novel, introduced this sort of thing, 
dressing it up in its best attire. Just 
after the war its abandon suited the 
mentality of the times, but now it 
has outlived its usefulness.” 
Coward described a performance of 
• jazz music which he 
recently 
at­ 
tended: 
“It was a sacrilege, a crime,” he 
said, “it was as though the features 
of the theme were distorted by a hid­ 
eous make-up and wig. The trumpets 
flared away with quacking blarre and 
with frequent spasmodic rushes which 
sounded like the tearing of calico. 
The saxophones hooted and at times 
suggested the mooing of a cow. 
“It was as though an actor was 
reciting Shakespeare and puttini in 
sm art gags such as: 
To be or not 
lo be.’ (Have you any 
bam nas?) 
'That is the question.’ (None today.) 
"The whole performance illustrat­ 
ed to perfection the lines: 'A synco­ 
pated orchestra is good 
at 
hilling 
time, or turning into balderdash 
a 
symphony sublime.’ ” 
The negro spirituals, according to 
Coward, have no relation to jazz, be­ 
ing their exact opposite.

Services Urge Schools to 
Provide Material for 
M anning Planes. 


WASHINGTON - The army anti 
navy are going to the American col­ 
leges to supply the pilots for the vast 
fleet of airplanes that will be availa­ 
ble under tho five-year building pro­ 
gram authorized by congress. 
The services will get approximately 
3,500 first class fighting planes. 
The 
navy also is planning to build two dir­ 
igibles. each 
about three times the 
uze of the wrecked Shenandoah. 
With the rapid development of com­ 
mercial aviation, the need for pilots 
during the next few years will be tre­ 
mendous. 
Present facilities are far 
inadequate for training pilots. In addi­ 
tion, there will be a growing demand 


for aviation engineers, designers and 
constructors. 
Developing Field. 
Anticipating this need, the army and 
navy are going to the colleges for fu­ 
ture 
officers. 
The present work I* 
handicapped by lack of funds. 
Each 
succeeding >ear, starting at the ses­ 
sion in December, will find army and 
navy heads asking congress for more 
money to train college men and reser­ 
vists. These men will form the back­ 
bone of the air force. W est Point and 
Annapolis cannot fill the demand. 
Military officials declare that there 
is a fertile field ahead for youths who 
will turn to aviation as a profession. 
The opportunities are as great as civil 
and mechanical 
engineering offered 
to the college man of the last century, 
when railroad building and. construc­ 
tion were in full swing. 
Aviation 
is still 
pioneer 
science. 
Some aeronautical engineers are not 
at ail convinced fhat the present typo 
of airplalne will fill the need-of the 
future. 
They 
say 
a way must Im 
found bo take a plane vertically as 
well as horizontally. 
Until this 
is 
done, the airplane cannot become as 
universally used in transportation as 
the automobile, the truck or the rail­ 
road. 
Then there’s the question of 
size. lead, safety, etc.

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a kangaroo with short 
front 
legs, 
adapted for prehension, a character­ 
istic of the brontosaurus. 
Archaeologists today were amazed 
over the rem arkable state of preser­ 
vation of both skeletons and believed 
that each would be removed intact 
as the excavators so far have found 
the bones well articulated. The first 
anim al’s skull lies in an upright po 
sition which perm its visitors to peer 
through a hole in the broad bone and 
see Its pearly white teeth about si.< 
inches in length, clenched tightly.

Our Business C ycles 


Ruf,ness, like other things, tends to run in cycles. Our bum 
ness analysts, eagerly studying these over a long period, find 
that the United States has the shortest business cycles of all. 
From one crest of prosperity to another in this country, or from 
one slough of depression to another, if you prefer to look at it 
that Way, has averaged exactly four years. 
The average cycle 
for IC other nations studied is 5.4 years and for ('hina is 6.4 
years. 
The difference may be explained by the fact that business 
moves faster in America than anywhere else. 
It appears, too, that the cycles tend to shorten a little in re­ 
cent years, indicating still greater business speed and capacity 
for adjustment. 
Cyclic changes are probably inevitable, in industry and trade 
as in the motions of the stars. Rut everything goes to show that 
the foices governing them art* not wholly beyond human con­ 
trol. 
Wise handling can modify them considerably, lengthening 
the prosperous part of the cycle and shortening the slump. 
This seems to have been done with unusual success lately, 
through the operation of the Federal Reserve banking system, 
better methods of manufacture and distribution and comparative 
avoidance of labor troubles. Thus the cycle completed since the* 
war boom subsided has Lacked the disturbing extremes of pro%; 
verity and adversity to which we were accustomed before the 
lear.

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Our Business Cycles 


Business, like other things, tends to run in cycles. Our busi­ 
ness analysts, eagerly studying these over a long period, find 
that the United States has the shortest business cycles of all. 
From one crest of prosperity to another in this country, or from 
one slough of depression to another, if you prefer to look at it 
that way, has averaged exactly four years. The average cycle 
for 16 other nations studied is 5.4 years and for China is 6.4 
years. 
The difference may be explained by the fact that business 
moves faster in America than anywhere else. 
It appears, too, that the cycles tend to shorten a little in re­ 
cent years, indicating still greater business speed and capacity 
for adjustment. 
Cyclic changes are probably inevitable, in industry and trade 
as in the motions of the stars. But everything goes to show that 
the forces governing them are not wholly beyond human con­ 
trol.

INDIANAPOLIS.—O peration of mo­ 
tor bus routes In Indiana is a losing 
proposition. 
This was shown 
today in figures 
being compiled by accounts of the 
Indiana Public Service Commission. 
The total expenses of ail companies', 
operating 
in the S tate during last ’ 
year, according to th eir reports tc 
the Commission, was 93,283,400.71. 
Tnl.s was 9159,020.99 more than the 
revenuo derived from the 457 routes 
operated by 206 com panies all over* 
the state. 
J 
There were 158 com panies that show-; 
ed a net profit over and above their 
operating expenses. 
Bu. the loses of 
the other 48 firm s offset their p ro fit1 
and left tho state total in the red 
column. These for the most part were 
bus routes operated by traction and 
street railway com panies, the records 
showed. 
; 
However, since the inauguration of 
the bus law last year that placed their 
operation 
u n d e r 
the 
jurisdiction 
of 
the 
public 
service 
body, 
there 
h a v e 
been 
several 
companies 
that have gone under, and 73 of the J 
routes have been discontinued, while 
many companies have sold out to com­ 
petitors. 
Almost one out of every six routes 
that have been authorized by the com­ 
mission, John W. McCardle, chairm an. 
says, have been doomed to die nat­ 
urally. 
When asked w hat was the cause of 
the high percentage of abandonm ents. 
and the enorm ous loss to operators, 
his reply was: “P rivate autom obiles.” 
He stated that it was not the fault 
of the bus operator, the Interurban 
railroads, nor the steam lines. These, 
in his opinion, were not offering such 
keen competition th a t they made the 
operation of motor bus routes an un­ 
profitable proposition.

Just 
after the war its abandon suited the 
m entality of the tim es, but now it 
has outlived its usefulness.” 
Coward described a perform ance of 
* jazz music which he

“It was a sacrilege, a crim e,” he 
said. "It was as though the features 
of the theme were distorted by a hid­ 
eous make-up and wig. The trum pets 
flared away with quacking blarre and 
with frequent spasmodic rushes which 
sounded like the tearing of calico. 
The saxophones hooted and a t tim es 
suggested the mooing of a cow.
